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COMVENTS ON STATISTICS 


GENERAL 


In general the statistics for 1957 compare very favourably with 
previous years and indicate a good level of health among the population 
during 1957 


BIRTHS 
The Birth Rate was again well above the level of the Country as a 
whole and remains at a very satisfactory levele 


STILL BIRTHS 


These showed a slight increase and the resulting Still Birth Rate 
was fractionally above the figure for England and Walese 


DEATHS 


There were fewer deaths than during the previous year and the Death 
Rate was lower than it has been for some timee 


INFANTILE DEATH RATE 
This slightly increased mainly due to congenital defects. 
CAUSES OF DEATH 


The pattern of causes was very similar to that of previous years 
and calls for little further commente Deaths from malignant diseases were 
fewer than in the preaeding year and once again there were no deaths from 

Infectious Diseasee Deaths from violence, including accidents were slightly 
higher than in 1956. | 


NOTIFIABLE DISEASE 


Notifications of Infectious Disease during 1957 totalled 16 which is 
ons of the lowest totals thet has been recorded for Felixstowee Comparison 
with previous years is interesting and again confirms that the year following 
a@ severe outbreak of measles is comparatively free from that disease. Other 
types of infectious are, of course, not affected. In Felixstowe, as I have 
pointed out previously the measles cycle is roughly one of thrée years 


Only one outbreak of food poisoning was detected and involved a lhpouse- 
hold of 4 personse Investigations aimed at tracking the infection back to its 
origin were, as often happens, inconclusive as no sample of suspected food could 
be obtained. 


Two cases of poliomyelitis, neither of which was paralytic were 
confirmede It is interesting that these aases, again in one househola; vere 
nost probably infected in the Midlands and only became manifest when they arrived 
in Felixstowe on holidaye

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MORBIDITY 


Disease jn the community is not only a hazard to life, 
although & decreasing one, but it is tho groctest causo of wasto 
of energy, material, time and money to the country as a wholee 


Most types of communicable disease have been for along 
period notifiable by law enabling control and prevention to be ce~ 
ordinated and organisede The results of this can be scen in the virtual 
elimination of the more dire infections such as diphtheria, typhoid, 
cholera and smallpoxe 


Industrial diseases have of late years received much attention 

at all levels and it is fairly safe to say that now the dangers inheront 

in any particular industrial process have been filly assessed and, as far 
as is humanly possible, eliminated or at leas% guarded against. 


More recently the great mass of diseases which do not fall 
Within either of the above headings have been receiving increased att- 
ention as causes of morbiditye Examples of this type of disease ane 
gastric and duodenal ulcers, anacmias, bronchitis, heart diseases and 
cancere Here, however, we at once rim into a difficultye If the 

disesse is iatal we hear about it through the normal Registrar General's 

returns. If on the other hand it is non-fatal as in the vast majority 
of cases, there is no way of knowing the type, number of cases, or 
distribution of this form of morbidity. This latter group is made up 
of such a variety of types that any attempt of chassification is un- 
satisfactory and open tocriticisme Jt would, however, be true to say 
that many of these diseases are due to factors in the environment or 
way of life of the individual or are associated with the process of 
ageinge It is now weoognised that certain forms of physical ill 
health are the product of, or at least related to psychological causes 
and are probably the product of the increased tempo of our modern life 
with all its rush, its worries and anxieties. 


Recent investigations into_thegroup of malignant diseases has 
shown how complex is the questione t has been found that certain 
chemical substances can, if the body is subjected to repeated application 
over a period produce cancerous reactionse The same applied to oertain 
ionising radiations such as Krays and from radioactive substansgese The 
exact mechanism of the damage and why an irreversible process is initiated 
is far from cleare It will be seen thatwhile the conquest of disease 
has gone some way towards its goal thee yet remain considerable fields 
for research before further progress can be made and this @n be done only 
if organised on the widest scalee 


Recently the use of nuclear energy for industrial processes 
had become a practical proposition and in its train it brings fresh 
problems in disease preventione This type of energy which until re- 
cently has had a very restricted application, and then only under the 
most stringent safeguards is now becoming available to an enormously 
increased body of userse This factor when considered along with the 
increasing content of radioactive material in the world's atmosphere, 
makes one realise that another public health problem is arisinge In 
this case, however, we are fawwvarned and should now be considering the 
steps necessary to deal with the problems raisede

IMPROVEMENT GRANTS 


This is the first full year during which the Council have 
been operating the scheme to give Improvement Grants under the Housing 
Act 1949. This Act permits financial assistance to be given to pro- 

perty owners for the provision of hot weter system, bathroom, internal 
WeCe and certain other improvements that are not ordinary reparse 


The method adopted here is that all inquirics are first made 
to the Public Health Departmente The Public Health Inspector makes an 
inspection and gives inform.tion ani advice to enable a preliminary 
application to be made setting out the proposed improvements in outline 
If the Housing Committee approve this, the applicant puts forward a 
detailed scheme with plan, estimtes and specifications for the Committce's 
final decisione The application is then passed to the Surveyor who 
checks the cstimates and supervises the work in progresse This method 
saves the applicant the trouble and expense of preparing a detailed 
scheme in the first place which might be rejected by the Coumitteece 


Twenty applications for Improvement Grants were received 
during the yeare Twelve were granted, four refused and the remainder 
are still under consideratione Seventy-three visits of inspection were 
made in connection with Improvement Granitse These included a number 
where the applications were not in order, some inspected for the pur- 
pose of giving advice end a number where the applicant was not willing 
to comply fully with the scheme and the case did not go forwarde

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MEAT INSPECTION 


The bulk of our home killed meat supply is slaughtered at 
Ipswiche 


Of the five slaughterhouses operating here before the war only 
one has been re-licensede This slaughterhouse is confined to serving 
the needs of the one business and is used for all classes of animals. 


All meat slaughtered is of high gradee No boars or sows were 
slaughtered. The cash captive bolt pistol is used on all aninals. 100% 
inspection is given to bovines and pigs and about 75% of sheepe Three 
slaughtermen are licensed under the Slaughter of Animls Acts 1933-1954. 


FOOD HYGIENE REGULATIONS 1955 


Catering is one of the town's principal industries and the above 
regulations apply to 200 to 250 premises categories of which are detailed 
below. All persons in the food trade were sent a circular giving the gist 
of the regulations in concise form; posters and other literature suitable 
for distribution and display in food rooms have been circulated from time 
to timee The principal thing needed if the regulations are to be fully 
complied with is more adequate inspection.
